It is (or was) owned by Edward 
Callan of Winchester, who moved 
into the Boston area in 1983, from 
Texas. Callan is reported to have 
said he had selected the Audubon 
Road property after looking over 
countless properties up and down 
Route 128. 

Callan said at the time that he 
came to Massachusetts for the 
express purpose of developing 
Edgewater Park style office 
complexes, and because he felt the

the owner was deprived of a 
building lot he already owned. 
Brown pointed out, though it isn't 
the intent of restrictions to cause 
hardship, this type of situation is all 
too common, 

Chairman Bob Cain explained 
that it's been the practice of the 
board to offer adjacent lots to 
abutters at a low price, usually to 
avoid having these smaller parcels 
used as dumping grounds. The 
abutting lots are then made part of 
the entire parcel with the 
restriction that they are not made 
into houselots. In Taylor's case, the 
abutting land was added to a 
buildable lot, something which tied 
up the entire property. 

Cain said in the future he would 
prefer to sell property through the 
town meeting process so 
restrictions would not be required. 
The board voted to lift. the 
resuriction on lots A,B, and C and 
only place it on two of the lots.

State makes 
changes in 
HOP application 
process 


by Arlene Surprenant 

In a recent memorandum to town 
officials and other interested 
parties, Amy Anthony, secretary 
of the Executive Office of Com- 
munities and Development (EOCD) 
announced that the Homeownership 
Opportunity Program was moving 
to a competitive application pro- 
cess. This and other changes are 
being undertaken in order to 
respond to the great level of 
demand for affordable housing in 
the past year. 

Since the HOP program was 
initiated 18 months ago, more than 
90 projects have been submitted for 
review covering 6,000 units of 
housing in 50 different communi- 
ties. Initially HOP was funded with 
an $18 million appropriation from 
the legislature. This figure has 
increased to $33 million and, said 
Anthony, the program has quickly 
become one of the most popular 
housing programs in the 
Commonwealth. 

Under new guidelines, HOP 
applications for new projects will 
not be accepted until early March, 
at which time the competitive 
process will begin. EOCD will hold 
two funding rounds over the next 
year: one in the spring and one the 
following fall 

Anthony stressed that under the 
revamped program “it is expected 
that those projects with solid local 
support, a strong development 
team, a good design, a mix of 
housing for all income types, and 
with the capacity to move quickly 
into construction will have a 
competitive advantage during our 
review," 

In addition to instituting a 
competitive application system, a 
fund has been 
established for those projects that 
will not fit neatly into the standard 
HOP process." Projects should be 
no larger than 100 units and have 
the support of the community to be 
considered. 

During the halt on new HOP 
applications, the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency will still 
accept applications for site 
approval on projects falling under 
Chapter 774, Anthony said. This 
will help speed up the process so 
developers can complete the 
package in time for the competi 
tion, A revised site approval 
package for comprehensive permit 
applications ia now available 
through MHFA.

It concerns 
one of the oldest political challenges in the world, and that 
is the ability to respect the right of others to disagree with 
you. And whatever issue is at hand, either a local one or 
higher, people in politics should forget the wise cracks 
about those who don't see eye to eye with them on current 
events. 

Wilmington faces a number of important public policy 
issues right now. Whether it's affordable housing, traffic, 
conservation, or the present state of siege with Reading 
Light, everyone in this community is directly affected by 
the decisions made on these questions by elected offic’ 
the immediate and distant futures, like it or not. 

And perhaps because each issue does affect us directly, 
there seems to be a certain amount of personalities brought 
into each debate. When person A disagrees with person B 
over whether or not Wilmington should break from 
Reading Light, instead of each respecting the other's view, 
you always hear about one 'bad mouthing’ the other, and 
suggesting that the other only feels the way they do because 
they are political, uninformed, or "just out to get me!" 

What ever happened to the day in government when 
people were satisfied to ‘agree to disagree"? In years gone 
by, if someone opposed your stand on an issue you didn't 
say unkind things about them and their family, but instead 
you recognized their individual right to a different 
perspective, When you sat down with your colleagues you 
weren't paranoid about anyone who didn't support you 
105%. In fact, long ago there must have been a time when 
officials were mature enough to recognize that not 
everyone is going to love them, all of the time 

But unfortunately, times have changed. And when you 
consider that Veterans Day recognizes the contributions of 
those who have kept America a free country, where people 
are supposed to have the right to their own opinions, 
personalities in local government is not exactly desirable 

For example, in town right now there are people who 
disagree with the majority of the board of selectmen on the 
‘ading Light issue. They don't disagree because of some 
conspiracy, or because they're “out to get anyone”, or 
because they are communist insurgents planning a coup 
d'etat in Wilmington, complete with tanks and mortar fire. 
They simply disagree because they have a different opinion 
on that issue. But when some of the talk gets back to you, 
and in a small town talk is quicker than wild fire, you 
would think you were committing a capital crime by 
standing on the other side of the fence from the 
establishment in town. Some of the remarks made aren't 
even repeatable in print, and only reflect negatively upon 
those who originate them 

Because today is an important patriotic holiday, maybe 
it's appropriate to make a suggestion on how local 
government could better operate. For one thing, if you 
hear something you don't like, don't feel as if some 
injustice has been done to you. There is always that old 
fashioned custom of ‘agreeing to disagree’. And next time 
you're tempted to say exactly what you think of the ‘so and 
so' who has a different stand than you do on world affairs, 
don't.

A close encounter

There was a close encounter between the Reading Municipal 
Light Board and Wilmington selectmen Monday night, an 
encounter that may have done more harm than good. 

Throughout some heated discussion on whether to allow the 
Reading visitors a chance to speak, selectmen took several pot 
shots, mostly at each other. The often childish accusations and 
extended debate, which should have been quickly cut off, was 
better suited to a school playground or a TV show 

Selectman Michael McCoy arranged the near meeting. He 
neglected, however, to make arrangements beforehand with 
his own chairman Robert Cain. Cain, in turn, refused to place 
the visitors on the agenda 

McCoy seemed sincere in his desire to bring the boards 
closer together. He discussed his feelings at a prior meeting of 
his board. He stated his intention of going in person to the 
light department to try to reopen communications. His 
sincerity and openess with the board at that meeting were 
laudable. 

But McCoy erred in two respects. He failed to take into 
count how Reading Light would view his independent 
action, or how light board members would use that action to 
their own advantage. It came as no surprise to town officials 
that McCoy's visit to Reading Light was featured prominently 
in a department press release issued to the media last T uesday 

McCoy also failed to observe some of the fundamentals of 
sound negotition, Besides having all the facts and figures at 
hand in any negotiation session, you must also be careful not 
to tip your hand to your opponent and to always negotiate 
from a position of strength. Clearly, Wilmington wasn't 
ready to negotiate Monday night. To try to force the issue 
was, in a word, ludicrous. 

If ever there was a time for the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen to present a united front, this is it. While some 
disagreement’ is healthy, Monday's heated exchange only 
served to make Wilmington look foolish 

A divided board, even with the best of intentions, can only 
embarrass the town, erode confidence in our officials, and 
make the task ahead that much more difficult. And having one 
selectman acting on his own initiative in a delicate matter 
could pose dire consequences to all. 

It is to be hoped that whatever has been accomplished 
behind closed doors, regarding Wilmjngton Light Depart- 
ment strategy, was not undone in open session Monday night 
in full view of Reading Light

The headlines everywhere are 
screaming - “Pollution.” The 
doomsayers of the world would 
like us to believe that we are being 
inundated by hazardous wastes. The 
water we drink and the air we 
breath have been called carcino- 
genic. Are we to stop drinking and 
breathing? Perhaps we should live 
ina plastic bubble! 

We do not live in a pristine 
world. We are exposed to risks 
every day, Rather than frightening 
people with the linkage of pollution 
to cancer, the “instant environ- 
mentalists” should make a better 
effor to keep the public aware of 
the risk level. The facts, not 
hysteria, should be presented to the 
public 

A common unit of measurement 
for pollution is parts per billion 
(ppb). To put this quantity in 
perspective, one ppb is equal to one 
inch in 16,000 miles or one second 
in 32 years. As our testing instru- 
ments become more sophisticated, 
we will be measuring down to one 
part per trillion. You can be 
assured that the more we search for 
contaminants, the more we will 
find. The headline hunters will 
have a field day. We are chasing the 
elusive quality - purity. Well, it 
does not exist because we live in the 
real world. It seems that our 
technology has outstripped our 
common sense. 

When people refer to pollution, 
they are usually referring to 
manmade chemicals. Research 
shows, however, that we ingest 


than manmade toxins. Yet we do 
not study the toxicity of these 
natural chemicals. Perhaps, because 
it is difficult to attack Mother 
Nature on the 11 o'clock news. 

The contaminants that receive the 
most notoriety pale in comparison 
to toxics we routinely encounter 
every day. A good example is 
dioxin, which has received much 
publicity because it is a component 
of Agent Orange. According to the 
magazine “Science,” however, the 
natural chemical aflatoxin is 
equally toxic. Few people have ever 
heard of aflatoxin, yet when you eat 
a peanut butter sandwich, you are 
consuming it. Can we expect the 
EPA to ban peanut butter and jelly 
sandwiches? Not likely, 

It seems that our society is willing 
to spend more on environmental 
protection from synthetic chemi- 
cals of minimal risk than it is on the 
impact natural toxins have in the 
development of cancer. Indeed, we 
are willing to spend more on what 
some perceive as protection than 
we are on a cure for cancer. Where 
is the balance? 

The point is that we must keep the 
environmental risks in perspective. 
We shouldn't divert our attention 
from serious risks (ie. cigarette 


smoking) to chase some exotic 
chemical of questionable signifi- 
cance down to one part per trillion, 
Ours is not a zero risk society. 
Those who bemoan this fact and 
turn every risk into apocalypse are 
counter productive. They create 
pollution hysteria and we lose sight 
of true environmental protection.

Auditor reports Tewksbury 
is in "fair" fiscal shape 


by Bill Conton 

An independent auditor told the 
Tewksbury Board of Selectmen last 
week that the town is in fair shape, 
financially, 

John Hirbour, an accountant with 
the Worcester-based Bergin & 
Crotty certified public accounting 
firm, presented his findings to the 
selectmen on November 3. The 
findings were the result of a month 
long study of the town books by the 
ountant, 

Hirbour had a few suggestions for 
improving the financial structure 
of the town, including separating 
the tasks of Treasurer and Tax 
Collector. Tewksbury now fills 
both positions with a single office, 
with Warren Carey in the twin job. 

Another suggestion made by the 
accountant would be to place all 
guaranteed deposits accounts into 
the general revenue fund. 

Guaranteed deposit accounts, or 
performance bonds, are monies 
held in trust by the Planning Board 
to guarantee completion of work by 
developers. 

Town Planning Director Charles 
Frederiksen said most performance 
bonds are in the form of tri-party 
agreements, in which a bank agrees 
to extend a line of credit to the 
developer if the funds are needed, 
but that some of the bonding is done 
through use of a joint savings 
account between the developer and 
the town, 

Hirbour described the town's

$24.8 million in debt as “poor to 
average,” and disagreed with some 
of the borrowings. 

"There might have been a few 
borrowings that could have been 
funded out of pocket,” Hirbour 
said, noting that he had no intention 
of second-guessing the town. 

The cost of the debt could be 
steep, however. The interest on the 
$24.8 million will cost the town 
roughly $17 million over the life of 
the debt service, he said. 

But Hirbour had good things to 
Say about the town's finances as 
well. For example, he said, any 
town that charges a total of $13 
million in real estate assessments, 
with only $400,000 left owed when 
the tax collection is through, is in 
good shape. 

And the accountant noted that 
Tewksbury still has some “slack” in 
the amount of revenues that can be 
raised under the limitations of 
Proposition 2 1/2. 

In presenting his findings to the 
board, Hirbour offered a 26-page 
written report, accompanied by a 
six-page management letter. He 
said it took him about three weeks 
to go over the town's books to 
prepare the report 

Some of the other towns audited 
by Hirbour include Sturbridge, 
Ashland, Holland and Orange, 
Mass. He said this has been his 
second year of reviewing Tewks. 
bury’s financial health. 


Joe Casey of 65 Federal St., 
Wilmington appeared at the Town 
Crier office last spring, and wanted 
to know who had lived at some of 
the homes on Woburn Street, near 
the old East Schoo}, about 100 
years ago.

If Casey could get the variance he 
would, he said, leave the house 
where it is, or possibly move it a 
bit. If he did not get the variance he 
could tear the house down

being rented, for $700 a month

and with that house on a fifth lot of 
his development he would make it 
an “affordable housing” building, 
the board of appeals was told. 

The hearing room in the town 
hall had about 100 spectators 
present. About 40 were there 
because of Casey's case, mostly 
neighbors. Many were in 
opposition. Some, perhaps, were 
curious. 

Ordinarily, in a board of appeals 
hearing the plan or plans lie on the 
table at which the board sits. For 
half a dozen persons this is 
convenient. But for 40 - that was 
different. Beal Brown volunteered 
to hold up the plan for everyone. 

The dimensions of the lot on 
Woburn Street were read. There 
was an immediate dissent from 
John DeMarco.

spoke, to be followed by Selectman 
Mike McCoy who said that the 
developer can “plow down the 
house and still have four buildable 
house lots.” McCoy cited his 
experience of three years on the 
planning board 

If Casey were to pill down the 
house he would have five buildable 
lots. Casey spoke up to say that "we 
have four buildable lots now.” 

The planning board, he said, has 
given "preliminary approval to the 
plan as it is now.” 

Anne Quinn was concerned about 
accidents.

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Audubon to the rescue

The other night at Tewksbury 
town hall, while the meeting inside 
was dragging along, I strolled onto 
the front steps to'chat with evening 
custodian "Bub" Manley, who was 
swapping hunting stories with Bill 
Barbeau, the husband of Tewks 
bury Executive Secretary Sandy B 

And Bub had a few good stories 
totell 

He said one of his favorite 
hunting spots used to be the fields 
across from St. William's Church 
One afternoon, Bub said, he ran 
through a whole box of shotshells 
in those fields, without hitting one 
of the partridges flushed that day 

While his shooting may not have 
been the best, the hunting surely 
was, Today, the huge Carter Green 
condo project now dominates those 
fields, 

This isn't to say that Carter Green 
is the only problem. Far {rom it 
The whole idea of having a house in 
the country is wiping out so much 
land that only houses will be left 

Tewksbury once had some superb 
hunting spots, Bub and Bill agreed, 
but today there are almost none. 
Hunting in Tewksbury, while once 
superb, is now but a memory 


In short, Tewksbury is like all too 
many towns in Massachusetts that 
are faced with a plague of develop 
ment. If something isn't done, and 
soon, hunting will someday become 
impossible without at least a half 
hour drive to reach the trees 

The Mass. Audubon Society has 
also been decrying the loss of open 
space in the Commonwealth, and 
there are now a few me 
underway to preserve whatever 
land is left. By all means - if 
you're reading this, you owe it to 
everyone to lend some support to 
Audubon for what they're doing 

[Oh, just to kill one rumor at the 
outset, Dan Greenbaum from the 
Mass. Audubon Society said his 
group is not "anti-hunting.” While 


there is no hunting on Society land, 
he said, the group has always 
worked with hunters. The Society 
was formed to correct the abuses of 


commercial hunting in the 1800s, 
Dan said, and so there has never 
been hunting on land owned by the 
Audubon Society. ] 

According to Dan, a "white 
er” released recently by the 
Society states that Tewksbury was 
ranked #11 out of Massachusetts’ 
351 towns in the number of land 
lost to development over the Last six 
years. In that period, Tewksbury 
lost 919 acres of open space. 

Wilmington wasn't far behind, at 
#33, having lost 645 actes. 

At the bottom line, Massachusetts 
has lost 112,000 acres of open land 
over the last six years, and the rate 
keeps increasing. Since last week's 
Outdoors Column was printed, 600 
more acres have disappeared.

And the high cost of housing has a 
lot to do with the loss of land. If 
you had, say, a S0-acre tract of 
land, would you (a) pay taxes on it 
and let itsit idle, (b) try farming it 
and hope to recoup at least the cost 
of taxes, or (c) sell it for a few 
million bucks to some developer? 

Sadly, (c) is the only smart choice 
for most landowners, 

Now, I've taken at least my fair 
share of abuse for being a hunter 
The “Bambi Mentality” takes over 
when most people discover what | 
do on Saturday mornings, and I'm 
called a "killer" at the very best 

But what really happens is this: 1 
go into the field, try to shoot a 
limited number of grouse, let 
and | leave. Next ye: 
careful gdme management, those 
grouse are back, and so am |. The 
cycle continues and all is well 

In the meantime, though if some 
body comes in with a bulldozer and 
turns that lovely grouse habitat into 
a shopping mall, those grouse won't 
ever be coming back, nor I 

In sum, I'm called a killer and a 
nasty person because | hunt, while 
the guy with the bulldozer is called 
a “developer,” which doesn't sound 
half as bad. 

In the long view, though, which 
of us is the real killer? At least I 
feel a pang of regret when the 
grouse'Talls to the ground. 
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And the nastiest insults of all are 
the Nature-based names given to 
these developments. Happy, bucolic 
titles like "Deer Run Meadow” and 
"Birchwood Glen" are nothing 
short of an abomination. Realistic 
names might be things like " Asphalt 
Acres” or “Concrete Hills,” but 
those names wouldn't sell on the 
market, would they? 

Something's got to be done, and 
quickly. Tewksbury is too far gone 
to save any decent hunting spots, 
but there are other places in other 
towns that haven't been paved yet 

To the rescue, like the cavairy of 
old, comes the Audubon Society 
with a measure of hope. Green 
baum said his white paper has three 
recommendations, and all three 
ideas are well worth the support of 
hunters and outdoorsy types. 

The first is House Bill 5545, 
which would allow towns to impose 
a real estate transfer tax of one per 
cent, if they so desire. The fee 
would be used to purchase open 
space in the town, thus preserving 
the land for future use. Another 
name for this measure is the "Land 
Bank" proposal 

The second recommendation by 
the Society is to support the Open 
Space Capital Outlay budget, now 
in the House Ways & Means Com 
mittee. The state Senate approved 
$541 million to buy up open space, 
to be mostly administered by the 
Department of Fisheries, Wildlife 
and Environmental Law Enforce 
ment, while the House only 
approved $413 million for land 
purchases. A joint discussion is 
planned to work out the differences 
in dollar amounts 


The third proposal is a series of 
initiatives to get developers to work 
inward, toward the cities. Why 
should virgin land be ravaged when 
the inner cities are going to wreck 
and ruin? (Makes sense to me ...) 

And here's where you can join in 
the fracas. Call State Rep. Jim 
Miceli in Boston today at 727-1612 
to voice your support for the Land 
Bank real estate wansfer tax, and to 
voice your support for the open 
space purchasing budget. On the 
Senate side, please call Sen. Pat 
McGovern at 722-2380 to make 
some noise about these three open 
space proposals. Both sit on their 
respective Ways & Means Com: 
mittees, where the money decisions 
are made, and hold lots of clout. 

With luck and degislation, we may 
all have land to take our grand 
children hunting. But if this golden 


opportunity passes, we may only 
get to take the youngsters shopping, 
and tell them stories about where 
the grouse used to live.

herds statewide, In fact, they expect 
a few records to be broken this 
year, and predict better than 
average hunting in Zones 5-8. 

‘The traditional start of the shot- 
gun deer season, as usual, was the 
annual hunting trip by wheelchair- 
bound hunters. Out of 31 hunters 
in three parts of the state, 11 of the 
nimrods filled their tags. Not bad! 
And there's a special tip of the blaze 
Orange hat to those hunters who 
volunteered to act as guides and to 
drag the deer out of the woods.

You call Papa Gino's in 
Woburn Mall to arrange a k' 
birthday party and the manager 
tells you, “Sorry, we can’t do it 
— we don’t even have enough 
help to make lunch." You call 
Sears to place an order and on 
hold, between the music, you 
get to listen to ads for job 
openings. You glance at the 
back of your Friendly check and 
instead of the company history 
or latest ice cream analysis, 
you're urged to “join up and 
serve" with the full or part-time 
team 

The glut of available jobs and 
lack of workers to fill them is 
being felt not only in the local 
McDonald's, Burger King, 
Marshall's or market. It has 


reached the increasing num. 
bers of large companies and 
small offices which, together 
with local high schools, par- 
ticipate in cooperative business 
education programs. 

When they began, these 
programs had to solicit 
businesses in which to place 
their students. Now, the 
programs almost sell them 
Selves; supervisors sit 
schoolside, just answering the 
phone 

And the kids? Well, it's a 
worker's market. They have a 
choice of co-op jobs at highly 
competitive salaries. They can 
afford to be choosey, and they 
are 

“The job opportunities in this 
area are absolutely tremen 
dous,’’ says Dick Gillis, 
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Chairman of the Business 
Department at Reading High 
School and Coordinator of the 
Co-op Program there. “I am 
running between 20 and 25 jobs 
a week on my job board, and 
obviously just don't have 
enough bodies to fill those 
positions. We've obviously 
become a clearinghouse for 
certain kinds of office-related 
jobs.”” 

Not always the case, 
however. When Gillis was hired 
as a full-time cooperative 
business coordinator in 1979, he 
spent his first year “knocking 
on doors, spreading the word 
that the kids and the program

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Madness and creativity 


FM TALK: Thoughts that 
crossed our gallivanting-around 
columnist this week 

Well, readers, a suspicion of 
mine was confirmed this week 
there appears to be a definite 
relationship between madness 
and creativity. On one hand, it 
is frightening to accept that, as 
a writer, my mental state is not 
that of the average person (if 
there is such a creature), but on 
the other, it is nice to know that 
I have an excuse for my nut. 
tiness. Of course, this is a stab 
at levity, however, there is a 
serious side to this theory 

The serious side was explored 
recently in a column by Dr. 
Charles Krauthammer, which 
ran in one of the Boston 
newspapers. Krauthammer 
pointed out that the relationship 
between madness and 
creativity has always been an 
intuition, with examples of 
crazy aunts who wrote poetry 
and great painters and writers 
who went insane or committed 
suicide to support our per- 
ceptions. 

According to Dr 
Krauthammer, Dr. Nancy 
Andreasen, a noted psychiatric 
researcher at the University of 
Towa, has concluded after fif- 
teen years of conducting studies 
that there is indeed a connection 
between mental illness and 
creativity. Dr. Andreasen, who 
used thirty faculty members of 
the University of lowa Writers’ 
Workshop as her subjects, 
discovered something in- 
teresting: the extremely high 
rate of mental illness in her 
writers was not diagnosed as 
schizophrenia, a disorder of 
thinking, which is what you 
might expect to find in highly 
creative people, but manic- 
depression, a disorder of 
feeling 

Dr. Krauthammer went on to 
discuss how manic-depression 
can, up to a certain point, be 
useful to the creative mind. He 
described a six-octave range in 
which the manic-depressive 
writer experiences an intense 
feeling of euphoria. It is during 
this range that the manic- 
depressive writer can create. 

Then something bizarre oc- 
curs: according to Dr 
Krauthammer, the manic- 
depressive writer's brain 
begins to race too fast, and he 
can no longer make heads or 
tails of his thoughts, his 
creative mind shuts down. 

Dr. Krauthammer presented 
a fascinating dilemma to 
proposals to find a cure for this 
ailment: if manic-depressive 
illness is cured, say, in the same

manner in which polio was 
cured, then we may see a 
dramatic decrease in 
creativity. This may indeed 
occur, in the light of Dr. Nancy 
Andreasen’s research, which 
proves that madness and genius 
are so closely related that by 
curing manic-depressive illness 
there may be a definite impact 
on creativity 

From this writer's point of 
view, removing the nuttiness 
from art would spoil all the fun 
in creating. Besides, then | 
wouldn't have an excuse for 
acting crazy anymore. Only 
kidding, of course 

Let's move on to something 
less cerebral. Or, to be more

were available, trying to line up 
employers to hire those kids." 
In 1979, he spoke to the mem- 
bers of the Reading Rotary Club 
in an effort to recruit them as 
employers. Recently, he 
returned to the Club to tell a 
very different story 
Why are there so many 
openings? “It's because there 
are that many more jobs 
available in the 
al/secretarial field," says 
Il the job outlooks for 
‘90s show secretaries and 
clerical workers in the number 
one position, in terms of 
numbers needed for the next 10 
years. Ever since 1980, that's 
held true and been onan up 
swing, 

‘They predict that right 
through the '90s — because of 
our information and automation 
generation offices will con- 


linue to desperately need 
trained clerical and secretarial 
personnel,’ he continues 


‘There are just so many more 
businesses being established 
every year where information

story also. Six years ago, 
Reading High had ap- 
proximately 1900 students; this 
year, there are 1200.

We're located in a hotbed of 
these kinds of things, too, 
because we're located in the 
128/93 -area,"’ says Gillis. 
‘Woburn and Reading both 
have a tremendous number of 
office parks. We get as many 
calls from Woburn as we get 
from Reading; in fact, probably

area, New Boston Park, and a 
variety of others. 

“Take the two Rotary 
meetings: the one in '79 was for 
me to recruit employers; now in 
1987, I’m telling the employers 
that we have more jobs 
available than we have kids. It’s 
ironic that during the last three 
to four years, we've come full 
circle and businesses are 
constantly contacting us," he 
Says. “We're obviously still 
interested in forming part- 
nerships with local businesses.” 

From the businessperson's 
point of view, these part- 
nerships make good sense. “We 
have some employers who hired 
kids back in '79 or '80 and are 
still rehiring high school co-op 
students,” says Gillis. 

During less than 10 years,

About 25 
to 30 percent of the co-op 
students stay on full-time at 
least one or more years; some 
work part-time through college: 
sume even receive tuitior 
reimbursement from thei 
employers; some never leave 
‘One of the interesting parts of 
the co-op program is that some 
of the kids who worked as co-op 
students are now, in fact 
Personnel directors and 
managers at these businesses 
and are calling me to hire other 
students as co-op workers, 
says Gillis 

And then there's the money 
The minimum wage being $3 
an hour, some employers phone 
Gillis and suggest salaries of 
$3.50 or $4. He doesn’t exactly 
laugh in their faces; he does 
point out politely that they're 
being “unrealistic.”” 

The most important pay-off of 
the program, however, is the 
rise in a student's self-esteem 
which accompanies a job well 
done. “In most cases," says 
Gillis, “these are the students 
first real jobs, other than 
babysitting, delivering papers, 
and raking leaves. The more 
they're treated as adults, the 
more respect they have for their 
own abilities and skills.” This is 
true for the not-so-great student 
who improves dramatically in 
school, and for all the students 
whose attitudes toward school 
work suddenly become much 
more professional. Their grades 
and salaries eventually reflect 


their work, and there’s nothing 
like a raise to lift everyone’s 
spirits. 

Whether clerical, secretarial, 
accounting, or data entry, the 
part-time hands-on jobs are 
directly related to school course 
work. Students are carefully 
screened for the program: 
Parents, teachers, ad- 
ministrators, and guidance 
counselors participate; the 
paperwork is thorough and 
endless. Students are expected 
to maintain their grades in 
school and to keep their at- 
tendance up on all fronts. They 
are closely supervised, 
responsible to their employers, 
Gillis and themselves. 

High school business 
department job boards are 
blossoming as predictably as 
the ‘student population is 
shrinking. On any given day, 
they are packed with ads for 
jobs at American Mutual, 
Choate-Symmes Health Ser: 
vices, Metropolitan Insurance, 
and dozens of other area firms. 

Company personnel people, 
free-lance headhunters and 
employment agencies are 
calling the schools every day. 
These days, for many students, 
training and on-the-job ex- 
perience make good common 
sense — and cents.

Whatever causes may bring 
about wars, from motives of 
high policy’ to the misguided 
politics of power, it is the lives 
of a nation's men and women 
which are committed — and 
often lost — in those wars 

Veterans Day, at the least, 
has a lot to do with dedication. 
In Stoneham this year, it in- 
volves re-dedication as well 

As part of that town’s 
celebration of the 200th an- 
niversary of the United States 
Constitution, Stoneham today 
planned to re-dedicate her war 
memorials. 

The event, marked by a 
peaceable ceremony to pause 
and pay tribute to the town’s 
veterans, was also designed to 
take note of one of the more 
martial aspects of the Con- 
stitution's Preamble ‘To 
provide for the common 
defence." 

Some 92 citizens of the town 
have died in all of the nation's 
wars, according to Stoneham 
Veterans’ Agent Joe DeSisto. 

The number may at first 
seem small, given the town’s 
current population of ap- 
proximately 22,000 and the 
incorporation of the town as a 
separate community since the 
year 1725. But in human terms it 
is no meager loss. Stoneham's 
sacrifices range from 
revolutionary to contemporary 
times and as in all local 
communities — the more recent 
are perhaps the more keenly 
felt. 

This Veterans Day marks as 
well the fifth anniversary of the 
dedication of the Vietnam 
Veterans’ Memorial in 
Washington, D.C and the 
third anniversary of the 
Stoneham Vietnam Memorial, 
both erected to commemorate a 
troublous conflict from which 
town, nation and world are still 
recovering. 

Yet Veterans Day 1987 also 
marks in microcosm, in 
Stoneham and other Middlesex 
communities, the dedication of 
local men and women to what 
might be called a necessary, 


onerous and sometimes 
thankless task, reflecting high 
honor on those whe are still 
willing to undertake the duty of 
defense 

Stoneham’s 92 are casualties 
from eight wars ranging over 
two centuries. 

But since Vietnam may still 
be too recent, shocking and 
traumatic — and World Wars I 
and II are perhaps, to some, a 
little too wrapped in Hollywood 
nostalgia — it may be easier on 
the heart tc take a cameo look 
at the American Civil War, 
horrific enough in human terms 
and distant enough in time for 
history's balanced judgment. 

The aim? To understand, 
perhaps, the vast effect of war 
on nation, community and in- 
dividual — the pain which 
sacrifice can mean — and what 
Veterans Day should cause us to 
remember. 

“Europeans frequently fail to 
grasp the sheer impact on the 
national life of the United 
States, then and now, of the 
Civil War of 1861-65," according 
to military chroniclers Martin 
Windrow and Gerry Embleton, 
who wrote in 1973 

“In the case of the war bet- 
ween the States, the bald 
statistics go a long way to ex 
plain why the echoes of civil 
war are still to be heard in 
America after more than a 
century 

“When the nation divided, 
some 22.5 million supported the 
Union cause, and rather more 
than nine million the Con.

2,200,000 men into uniform 
during the whole course of the 
war, the Confederacy just over 
one million — roughly one in 
eleven, and one in nine, of their 
total populations of all ages, alf 
races and both sexes. 

“Of those who wore Union 
blue, it is known that some 
100,000 were sixteen years of 
age, and another 100,000 were 
fifteen ... Soldiers ten years of 
age have been reliably recorded 


“Comparison of these totals 
with the casualty figures 
produces some brutal human 
equations ... Of the combined 
uniformed strength of the 
nation, one man in five never 
came home and another was 
wounded. This figure of roughly 
20 percent deaths of those 
engaged should be compared 
with British losses in the First 
and Second World Wars — 13.9 
percent and 4.5 percent
